Parkc-r followed Swift, and then the sec- 
ond time Phillips addressed the crowd 
whom Parker's speech bad greatly excited 
He had hardly begun his second speech 
when the news came that there was a mob 
of negroes in Court square attempting the 
rescue of Burns. There was no waiting 
for a formal adjournment 
The crowd 


went at once to Court square, and the 
mernoraole but futile attempt to rescue 
Burns occurred in which one policeman 
was killed and several citizens severely 
wounded. 
The event was one of the most 


picturesque in the anti-slavery annals. 
Slavery said to Massachusetts and Boston, 
"catch my negro slave and send him back 
to me " And Boston meekly obeyed. 
Governor, 'Mayor, military and 
police 


force yielded to slavery's demand. 
Ths 


newly-consolidated police force proved 
its efficiency, business was suspended for 
a week, Courts were interrupted, the an- 
niversaries then being held were forsaken, 
trade suffered and justice was pro trated 
that Col Charles Suttle of Virginia might 
have Ins twelve hundred dollirs' wortlfof 
negro flesh and bloud. 
And all this was 


only thirty vears ago. 
The event called 


forth an indignant protect from the North. 
The stanzas entitled, "ll.ail to the Stars 
and Stripes," which appeared in the New 
York 1 rtbuiie on June 13th, and which 
jecaine famous as the "Hmuting Lie' 
poem, show to some extent the feeling 
aroused by the airest and lendition ol 
Burns.

A cigar is an undertaking 
A pipe, while 


eminently suitable for the study and the 
cloister, is not suitable for odd moments 
abroad. 
Fifty years ago, John Wilson 


Croker complained that the ambulatory 
cigar had superseded the sober sedentary 
clay. 
Had he lived now, he would have 


written cigarette. The air is full of a 
sort of miasma of cigarettes, because they 
can be discussed so easily, and thrown 
ivvay so lightly—because the smoking of 
tnem may be a matter of five minutes or 
of one. 
The cigarette is ubiquitous. 
It 


prematurely infests the dining room . it 
is not excluded fiom the boudoir, it is 
sanctioned-in the drawing-room—on the 
pimciple, perhaps, that those who have 
committed a few social peccodilloes are 
not excluded from the pale of society, be- 
cause it is regarded as weak lather than 
wicked.

The delta of the Lena river is a vast 


plain of timdi i formation, cut up into 
small islmds by the rainifiiculiuiis of the 
river. 
There aie occisionil patches of 


high land, called borclin, or mud lulls. 
Beside these, in various pirts of the delta 
one meets curiously shaped lulls, usually 
resembling the Indian mounds in the 
Mississippi valley, ind which are termed 
bulguuhck by the natives. 
The litgcr 


mass of the water flows to tlic sea through 
the east and northeast branches, those to 
the north and west being without excep- 
tion smaller and very shallow. Moruner, 
salt water is met close to the mouth of 
the western arm of the delta, whereas to 
tiie cast the watei far out in Borchia bay 
is fit to drink The land in the northwest 
is much higher thin the rest of the delta, 
and is not traversed by any branches of 
the river. 
It contains, however, many 


lakes of considerable bize, which are well 
stocked wijA fish, 
To this part of the 


delta the nomad Tuiigusi often came in 
the early winter w i t h their reindeer, on 
account of the supeiior feeding grounds 
and abundance of fish m the lakes.

—lli« meu in their cauoes forming a sort 
of escort to their noisy throng in the 
larger boats. 


For winter travel dog sleds nre used, 


the reindeer one occasionally meets at 
BuikofT belonging to the inhabitants far- 
ther south, who use them for transporting 
their fish to Kumucbsurt and Bulun. The 
dog sleds are usually about fourteen feet 
long and twenty inches wide. 
The run- 


ners are birch, one-half inch thick and 
three inches m width, the bed of the sled 
made of thin boards, resting on cross- 
pieces tenoned and lashed to the middle 
jf four uprights on cither side. To these 
.iprights or stanchions the runners are 
ilso lashed, the runner receiving a small 
joint or tenon of the stanchion, which is 
thus kept in place.

For long journeys the team is generally

They arc visited three 
or four times during the winter.

of the natives own from 150 to 200 traps 
each. 


Next to these the most noticeable ob- 


jects in the delta are the numerous graves, 
or rather coffins which one meets every- 
where travelling iu the wilderness 
The 


old ones consist simply of a hollowed-out 
log, in which the body was placed, the 
rude coffin resting on a couple of supports 
usually two or three feet in height. Now, 
however, the dead are placed in coflins 
made from rough hewn planks which rest 
on the ground. A Greek cross is erected 
at the head, and in some instances, a 
railing, rudely ornamented, is built around 
the burial plot. 


The natives do their summer travelling 


in small, trimly built dug-out canoes. 
These they make from logs or driftwood, 
using an axe and gouge in working the 
sides and bottom down to a thickness of 
one-quarter of'an inch.

properly hollowed out the boat is placed 
over a fire and stretched by sticks, or

midal roof, fifty-five feet high, will begin. 
All the stoues which have been laid thus 
ar have a smooth finish on the inside, 
nit the stones of the next ones mil jet a 
ittle on the inside, and the next course 
a little further, and so on, these corbels 
rormmg the support for the interior arcl) 
will be the base of the pyramidal roof. 
[t is. expected that the monument will 
reach a height of 500 feet in less than 
two months' time. Steps will then be 
taken to commence tbe work upon the 
roof, and, while that work itself will not 
occupy more than three weeks, the prep« 
aration* for it will be so delicate and of 
such a different character from any here- 
tofore made that it u ill be some tune 
before the laving of stone is begun 


By the first of November it is confi 


dently expected that tbe structure will 
be under cover and practically completed 
There will be some finishing touches to 
be made, perhaps, but these can wait 
until next year if necessary. Very de- 
tailed and carefully prepared plans show 
how the roof is to be constructed, one 
ever)thing has been arranged in advance 
The elevator can, of course, raise the 
stones no higher than 500 feet. 
At that 


point a platform, extending out ten or 
twelve feet, will be built to receive tbe 
roof stones. 


Strong posts, resting upon the arched 


foundations at 5^0 feet, will meet near 
the apex about a large mast, which, rest- 
ing upon heaving timber, will extend 
about twenty feet higher. From the tops 
of the posts will extend at right angles a 
large boom, supported by rods from the 
top of the mass referred to. 
The boom 


will be fastened to a drum, so that it can 
be moved round the whole circle. 
On 


this boom will be the customary pulleys 
and hoisting arrangements, so that stones 
con be raised from the platform spoken 
of at 500 feet, and inserted in their 
proper places in the roof. 
In this man- 


ner the covering will be built, and, when 
finished the timbers will be removed, and 
tee structure will be complete.—Wash- 
ington Star.

he had amassed by previous inventions 
fist melting away. After sundry partial 
successes he fell into disrepute, and was 
being sneered at by the iron manufac- 
turers as an unpractical, enthusiast, while 
the Woolwich authorities hid been snub- 
bing him as a mitter of course. 
A few 


months later Bessemer had 
produced 


steel worth from £50 to £60 per ton 
from iron that cost him only £7. 
"He 


could then see in his mind's eye, at a 
glance, the great iron industry of the 
world crumbling away under the irresist- 
ible force of the fact so recently elicited." 
"Fourteen years afterwards these exper- 
imental works were sold for 
exactly 


twenty-four times the whole subscribed

WATERING-PLACE DRESSES.—White 


promises to be the fashionable choice for 
dresses at the summer resorts, not only 
for evening, but for all day occasion! as 
well; an illustration of this is seen in the 
fact that of eight new dresses prepared 
for u lady's outfit, four of the dresses are 
white. For mornings at the seaside is a 
white corduroy dress made of the ne 
soft wool cloth that has lengthwise rep 
like corduroy; this dress is made in tailo 
fashion, with the sho/t skirt laid in wid 
double-box plaits stitched above the hem 
an apron over-skirt, also stitched, an 
looped by ruby velvet ribbon high on th 
left side, arid a postilion basque with ve 
vet collar, plastron and cuffs. 
For after 


noons is a cream-white muslin wrough 
all over in branches that look like bits 
whit? coral; this is made up over cream 
silk (which is entirely concealed), and i 
trimmed with lace and many frou-froi 
bows of very narrow coquelicot re< 
ribbon. An evening dress" of mull i 
elaborately trimmed wite Valencienne 
lace flounces and insertions, and tbe 
fourth white dress is of silk surah, witl 
embroidered surah flounces. For thi 
most elaborate white dresses lace is usec 
for the entire ontside of the dress, witl 
trimmings of black velvet, and a founda 
tion skirt and low waist lining of whiti 
silk. The dotted net called point d'es- 
prit, that looks as if snow-flakes were 
ct.ught in its meshes, and also that with 
the tiny pin-head dots, are used in the 
piece for making the puffed skirt of such 
a dress over a gored silk foundation skirt 
This is prettily arranged in four or five 
loose puffs on the left side of the skirt 
separated by wide bands of black velvet

PAPER PLATES—The latest applica- 


tion of paper is the adoption of plates by 
some of the greatest restaurants and 
cafes in Berlin. The innovation was first 
introduced during the summer of last 
year by the adventurous landlord of a 
much frequented open air restaurant. 
Every customer who ordered bread and 
butter, rolls, cakes, buns, or similar ar- 
ticles, had them served to him on a little 
paper plate, made of light paper mache, 
adorned with a pretty border in relief, 
and having at the first glance a great 
sin.ilarity to porcelain. Guests, waiters, 
hosts were all pleased with the novelty. 
It saved the waiters many a deduction 
from their wages on account of break- 
ages, which the very deftest and clevor- 
est can scarcely avoid when he handles 
hundreds of pieces of crockery during a 
single afternoon and evening. 
The piper 


plates were so cheap that the landlord 
did not cave to assert his ownership over 
them, and his customers were allowed to 
carry them away like the pretty ser- 
viettes of thin paper used in so many 
restaurants in Holland. There was also 
a considerable saving on the time lost 
and the chance of accident incurred in 
the cleansing of earthenware pottery.

IRON AND STEEL RAILS.—The almost 


complete extinction of the iron rail trade 
is shown by the enormous fall in the ex- 
ports of that class of rails. 
A few years 


ago the bulk of the rail exports were de- 
clared as iron rails, but the special return 
issued by the Board of Trade shows that 
they now form a very small percentage of 
the total. In 1870, the iron rails exceeded 
in quantity the steel rails, but since that 
time the proportion of the latter has been 
rapidly increasing; and by the official 
return to which reference has been made, 
it is shown that while in the first four 
four months of last year the quantity of 
iron rails exported was 11,087 tons, for 
the same period of the present year the 
exports amounted to only 4,149 tons—a 
small part only of the total of rails. 
The 


steel rail trade has in the same period 
showed a falling-off, but in the four 
months of the present year as much us 
171,355 .tons of steel rails were exported. 
During the same period of last year tbe 
exports were 245,536 tons. 
The chief 


falling-off this year is in the exports to 
Italy, Mexico, the United States, the Ar- 
gentine Republic, and the East Indies. 
It is also noticeable that Russia, Germany 
and Holland have for the present almost 
ceased to buy rails of either kind from 
us, if the experience of the first four 
months of the year is a test.—London 
Times.

in the swamp. Scrrell said he though 
nothing was impossible ; be called Lieut 
IlanoM and sent him to reconnoitre 
llarrohl was gone half the night and 
came back very much bedraggled am 
tired. lie said it was impossible to gc 
the guns thrrugh, and 
impossible t< 


mount them, even if they could be got 
thrnuf.li. 
Using his utm ist efforts, he 


had only hcen able to get between two 
and tinee miles into the swamp. Serrel 
said it bad to be done, liarrold tuket 
how he wag going to do it, and said it 
would require men with le^s forty feet 
long to get through that swamp. Well 
the project of posting guns in the swamp 
got abroad in the camp and the soldiers 
made treat fun about it. They said that 
Drs. I>«lrymp1c and Snow, two of the 
medical officers on Gen. Gilmore's stafi1, 
were appointed t> splice the legs of our 
men to get them to the required length. 
Next morning Col. Serrell took Lieut. 
Kdwards with him and started to look at 
the swamp lor himself. They got as 
long a plunk as there was in the camp 
and w itlcd into the swamp, each holding 
one enil of the plank. 
The day was fear- 


fully hot, the work was tornble getting 
through the rushes and water plants, and 
thick slimy blush, and the smell of the 
swamp was sickening, but they pors4- 
vercd. uorking slowly out till they cimie 
to n en i-k. 
Here they were stopped for 


a time, is it had a considerable current 
and wa^ deep, but after a while thev got 
the plank fitted so that one held it while 
the other crawled over, and held it still 
in his turn. Then, with infinite labor, 
they went on a little farther toward 
Charleston 
Finally they pot to the 


wnter's edje, four and one-half miles 
from Charleston 
Here tbe ground was 


more solid. There were oyster shells and 
winkles and spiral aureoles. 
They took 


a bearing to the steeple of St. Michael's 
Church m Charleston and another bearing 
to Fort Moultrie and another to Fort 
Johnson, and so located their own posi 
tion in the swamp. Then they worked 
down the edge of the open water to 
Block island, and so returned, terribly 
played t tit and dirty, but full of hope 
Col. Si i roll told Gen. Gilmore that he 
thought it possible to get guns into such 
position in the swamp that they might 
bombard Charleston, and that night sub- 
mitted n plan for establishing the wished 
for battery. In this plnn he estimated 
that it would require 9,000 dajs' work to 
put iust one gun into position (we reck- 
oned bj tbe day's work of one man, then 
—8.000 days' work of one man, or one 
din's work of 9,000 men)

was to be of extraordinary power, ind 
was to lest on a platform composed of 
three thickness of three inch yellow pine 
plauk, twooftlx layers of plank crossing 
while the other traversed them dmgon" 
ally, all were to be strongly spiked 
togcthei and underneath them were loads 
of brush and sand bags.

on top of this brush a. grillage of logs 
strongly fastened together, but totally 
distinct from the inner platform, was to 
surround that platform.

piled till they sunk it considerably, in 
spite of Ihe brush. 
As it sunk, it was 


to force up tbe platform in the center 
Well, tin plnn was submitted und up- 
proved, md men were detailed right 
away to put it iuto execution. Meanwhile 
everybody was laughing at the engineer, 


Charleston folks up, qnd Meerscbam an 
Johnson and the other forts fired who 
mines of metal at us, but it was all n 
good. We could fix up in the night a 
they coulil knock down in the day, f< 
tbcir thbt would' go into trie sand bag 
and do no harm, and besides, we had 
reserve p atform of sand bags behind tb 
battery. The gun was fired nineteen time 
that first night and did great executior 
but the panic it caused was even greate 
than the execution it did for Cbarle 
ton had imagined that it could not b 
tttt«Cked-.)0 this ,std«, ind consequent! 
had prepftredfliodeftfflsfcs. Gen -Gnlmon 
some dayi. before we had opened fire, ha 
sent a fla;' of truce to Beaurcgard tellin 
him that be proposed to open fire o 
Charleston, and warning all non-com'oa 
tants to tetire, but Hcauregard said 
was impossible to bombard the city with 
out a fleet. Next morning, after th 
Swamp Angel's salute, Ueauregard sent 
steamship with a flag of truce to us. H 
communication argued that it was wrong 
unfair and altogether against militar 
precedent to attack him in rear of hi 
works. 
Gillmore replied that it was bot 


right and fair, and that as far as prece 
dents went he was making them, and so 
the truce ended and the fight between th 
Swamp Angel and the forts continued 
with the advantage largely on the Angel' 
side, for it had so much tbe longer rang 
and so much the larger mark, it knockei 
the whole loner pait of the city t 
pieces."

Indian 


"are dyin;. fast from the scant supply o 
Tood at tlie Agency." 
He says furthe 


that "the 
death rate is the greates 


among children from five to twelve years 
In another week tlie supplies will bi 
jntirely exhausted und the tiiree thou>anc 
Indians on the reservation will be left t< 
starve, or subsist on the cattle of the 
settlors. 
Trouble is feared." The state 


of affairs here described is one .vhich 


and the Charleston papers got wind of the 
project, and made g'reat sport of it. One 
of the (oniic papers had a very funny 
cartoon about an old negro carrying the 
'•Swamp Angel's' compliments 'to Gen.

They bnilt a bridgte to the 
point of swamp which Col. Serrel and 
Lieut. Hnrrold had surveyed, and soldiers 
carried out the plank and logs and 10,000 
bags of sand, and the battery was built. 
The work wag mostly done at night, and 
the hardest job of all was to drive the 
piling. 
Many men were killed at the 


work, for tbe rebs shelled us, but it \vas 
all done at last 
W;e had put up a sham 


fort a little distance down the coast.just 
a simple mass yf leafty boughs. 
It 


bothered the life put Of the rebs; they 
couldn't make out'what was going on be- 
hind it and shelled it incessantly. 
Well, 


when we h id got the swamp fort all ready, 
we built .1 
flat-bottomed 
scow, put "a 


seven inch rifled Parrott on her, waited 
Ull high ft,it«r came, floated her through, 
and got the gutr Into position. "M'e 
couldn't get elevation mbugh on it at 
first, though, and had to cut away the 
rear gun oirriage; that fixed things to 
nicety. Oh, wasn't that gun a daisy— 
naver a cannon before or since had such 
a¥ange. 
You can gueas how nicely we 


had it trained when I tell you that Lieut. 
Nathan Edwards and Col. Serrel laid the 
line of fire, calculating to put a shell 
into tbejcbel headquarters, fire and one- 
baff miles off, and they only missed their 
IDark 
r-1>J tt few feet. 
Smashed right 


through thetotite next door, that shell 
did, toft Capt. Macbeth, who was then on 
Beaur«g«rd's«Uff, afterward told me that

It results in demoralirng the 
ndians. Taught to rely upon the Gov- 
rnment foi food, they cease to trouble 
lemselves about working for their living, 
n the cases where they are supposed to 
epend partially upon the cbase for their 
ubsistcnce, they are still worse off, for 
n most reservations hunting is hecom- 
ng more precarious every year, and the 
lore nomadic the tribe are the harder 


i it for them to support themselves. 
They would, however, if thrown alto- 
ether upon their own resources, and 
rotected in the possession of land s-uffi- 
ent for food production, haie solved the 
roblem for themselves before this. 
It 


the dep( ndence, or semi-dependence, 


>on Government that 
is paralyzing 


them , that and the policy of isolation 
which shuts them out from all the possi- 
ble benefits to be had from actual cont.ict 
with white c ivilization. 
If the Indian is 


to have am chance of .survival in the 
future, the present policy \vill assuredly 
have to be changed altogether, and in the 
direction IHTO suggested 
Tlie Indian 


must be pei nutted to recover his inde- 
pendence, and to this end he must be 
compelled to rome in with the rest of the 
American people, and submit to the same 
opportunities. 
If he is cnpable of assim- 


ihtion, he will soon tjnd a place for 
himself.

tion, nnthini can save him from the fate 
of all i call) inferior races, namely, ex- 
tinction. But it is clear that we can do

•a blowing sound proceeded from her- lips, 
which were blue and swollen , her eyelids 
and limbs twitched, and her face was re- 
pulsively paje. I called tbe servant, and 
bidding her sit by and render every at- 
tention in her power, I ran for the doctor; 
he was not up, so I left word for him and 
returned home, where I found my wife 
still unconscious.'

and other good authorities, it is owing to 
.he use of this vegetable by a people who 
brmcrly were insufficiently supplied with 
saline vegetible food. 


Potash salt> are freely soluble in water, 


and I find that the water in which pota- 
toes have been boiled contains potash, as 
nay be proved by boiling it down to con- 
centrate, then filtering and adding the 
usual potash test, platinum chloride. 


It is evident that the skin of the potato 


must resist this passage of the potash 
into the water, though it may not fully 
prevent it. The bursting of the skin 
only occurs at quite the "latter'stage of 
tbe cookery. 
The ereatest prautieal 


authorities on the potato, Irishmen, ap- 
pear to be unanimous. I do not remem- 
ber to have seen a pre-peeled potato in 
Ireland. I find that I can at once detect 
by the difference of flavor whether a 
potato has been boiled with or without 
its jucket, and this difference is evidently 
saline.

More blankets are made in Phtladelphii 


than anywhere else in the United States. 
The Dobsonb' null for twelve years- has 
been turning out the blankets furnished 
by the United States Government to the 
Indians 
Aside from 
philanthropic 


motives, it is to the interest of Philadel- 
phia to encourage a pacific policy towards 
the Indians, because under a hostile 
policy each year the aborigines grow less 
and so do tlis blankets. For a decade of 
years the contract for the Indiins supply 
has been held exclusively by John Dob- 
son, or by others for him 
Wilson & 


Bradburg dispose of this and some of the 
other larger mills. 
To tins firm has just 


been awarded the contract for furnishing 
the blankets to the United States army 
and these are made at Dobson's mills. 
This year the Indian contract calls for 
30,000 pairs of blankets, and the army 
contract for 15,000 pairs with the privil 
ege of extending it to 30,000. 
Dobson's 


mill turns out 12,000 cases of blankets a 
year, 50 pairs in a case, or an annual pro- 
duct of 1,200,000 blankets. The blankets 
me used by the Indians for dress, not to 
sleep in, and they vary in size and quality. 
They are sold by weight, the contract 
price being fifty cents a pound, and the 
best blariket furnished the Indian vvei"hs 
twelve pounds. 
From the same mill0 is 


also furnished th? peculiar heavj colored 
cloth out of which other garments of the 
Indians are made. It is claimed that 
the Dobson mill, in consequence of its 
extensive facahties and cheap labor, can 
furnish the blankets cheaper than any 
other establishment in this country 
Philadelphia Times.
